THE LIBERTY BOND DRIVE 


Last eveing we asked a local banker, Mr. 
Crary of the First National, what, if any, 
the ulterior motive of the bankers, as a 
¢lass, was in their unanimity in so strenu- 
ously urging all the people, rich or poor, 
to buy liberty bonds. With all due respect 
to the bankers as individuals and citizens, 
we have always found that when they 
stand together on anything it has a dollars 
and ceiits basis somewhere, and the dol- 
lars and cents flow in their direetions This 
is nothing to their discredit, but merely 
shows they attend strictly to: business, as 
more of the rest of us ought to do and 
don’t. What we were secking was not an 
opportunity to criticize, but for informa- 
tion. 

The banker said there was in this no fur- 
ther ulterior motive on the part of the 
bankers that he knew of except that it was 
in the nature of an educational propaganda 
in teaching the people thrift and to save; 
and that if the people, as a whole, were 
taught more thrift and more saving habits 
it would be better for the people and bet- 
ter also for the bankers. 

Well, that \s good logic. We as a peo- 
ple need such a lesson-more than any other 
people on earth. Americans are not thrif- 
ty and not saving, in comparison to other 
countries. but they ought to be. 

The liberty bond is a good thing for any- 
body who can afford to save at all. It not 
only helps win the war and aids the coun- 
try, but it draws four per cent per annum 
interest, and is not taxable. Also, the se- 
curity is as good as gold bullion. 

Headquarters over in San Francisco has 
set Richmond’s quota of the present loan at 
a minimum of $314,000. This looks like 
a pretty good sum for a little city, but we 
qid it before and can probably do it again. 

.On the whole, we believe.we’ll buy one, 
and then if the dodgasted paper house 
ets cocky we will make ’em take it at par 
on account—which they will likely be very 
glad to do.
